The Everglades Restoration 
Funding Council, five business 
leaders from within the South 
Florida Water Management 
District area, will host a public 
hearing Thursday, November 
19,.from 4 p:m. to 7 p.m. at 
Belle Glade City Hall. 


The purpose of the meeting is 
not to discuss the merits of the 


SWIM Plan, only who will pay

While sugar farmers, govern- 
ment interests and a vast array 
of scientists argue the merits of 
the SWIM (Surface Water 
Improvement and Mainten- 
ance) Plan, less has been said 
about who will pay for it. 

It is estimated that imp- 
lementation of the plan will cost 
at least $400 million. 

SWIM, a plan to clean up the 
Everglades region by removing 
phosphorus from farm runoff 
water, calls for huge Storm- 
water Treatment Areas (STAs) 
to be built in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area. 

The South Florida Water 
Management District, which 
produced the SWIM plan, said 
about 35,000 acres of STAs 
would be needed to adequately 
clean the water flowing from 
the EAA to the south. 

At SFWMD meetings the 
question of who will pay arises 
frequently but is never ans- 
wered.

SWIM lessons expensive

Four decades ago, Cartheda 
Konchellah of Belle Glade was 
one of the models for the first 
anthropologically-correct black 
doll mass-marketed in the 
United States. 

Today, at age 43, sho is seeing 
a renewed interest in the 
Saralee doll. One of the dolls is 
on display at the Zora Neale 
Hurston Roof Garden Museum 
at 325 S.W. 4th Street. 

The doll was the brainchild of 
a Belle Glade woman and was 
madé by the Ideal Toy Com- 
pany. It was marketed by Sears 
Roebuck and Company in 1951. 

The dolls featured the 
characteristic large upper lip, 
wide-apart eyes and broad nose 
of African-American children. 

"It's so interesting," she said.
